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“A Message To Garcia Alberta Highways

Some years ago the late Elbert Hubbard wrote what he himself termed 
“a literary trifle,” entitled “A Message to Garcia.” Did you ever read it? 
tf not, gct.a copy and do so; it will repay you. Hubbard wrote it in ag 
hour one evening. after supper. 
"The thing leaped hot from my heart, written after a trying day, when I 
had been endeavoring to train some rather délinquent villagers to abjure 
the comatose state and get radioactive.” . In the course of a few years “A 
Message to Garcia” was translated into every known language and over 
forty million copies had been printed. And its sale still continues, 

The story itself is brief; it is the wonderful lesson it conveys that 
counts. When war broke out between the United States and Spain over 
Cuba, it was very necessafy for the United States Government to communi- 
cate quickly with the leader of the Cuban Insurgents. General Garcia was 
somewhere in the mountain fastnesses of Cuba—no oné knew where. No 
mail or telegraph message could reach him The President must se 
his co-operation, and quickly. But how? 

Someone said to the President, “There is a fellow by the name 
an will find Garcia for you, if anybody can.” Rowan was sent for and giv 
en a letter to be delivered to Garcia. “ The “fellow by the name of Rowan” 
took the letter, sealed it up in an, oilskin pouch, strapped it over his heart, 
in four days landed by night off the coast of Cuba from an open boat, dis- 
appeared into the‘jungle, and in three wecks came out on the other side of 
the Island, having traversed a hostile country on foot, and delivered his 
Ictter to Garcia. 

Now the point of this story is not the bravery of the man in thus risking 
his life, for thousands of men would unquestioning run equal or greater 
risks; the point is that Rowan took the letter and did not stop to ask a 
multitude of- questions, such as, “Who is Garcia?” ‘Where is he to be 
found?” “What does he look like?” “What do you want him for?” “Is 
there any particular hurry?” No, Rowan took the letter and started, know- 

ing that all that was required of him was to deliver it. He had one clear- 
cut job to do, and he proceeded to do it. 

How many of the countless millions of men and women who are 
employed in’ shops, factories, stores and offices today, yes, and on the farms, 
are possessed of Rowan’s characteristics? How many display the same 
loyalty toa trust, act promptly and without questioning, concentrate their 
energies on the task before them; in a word, do the thing—“Carry a message 
to Garcia?” The regrettable fact is that not one in tern do so. 
»does not call for any special training, or ability, but merely the exercise of 
will and a determination to do and win. 

As Elbert Hubbard poifited out in his little booklet, General Garcia is 
dead now, but there are other Garcias to whom messages have to be de- 
livered daily. “No man who has endeavored to carry out an enterprise 
where many hands were needed, no man directing a large business, but has 
been well-nigh appalled at times by the imbecility of the average man—the 
inability or unwillingness to. concentrate on a thing and do it. Slipshod 
assis(¥nce, foolish inattention, dowdy indifference and half-hearted work 
seem the rule; and no man succeeds, unless by hook or crook or threat he 
forces or bribes other men to assist him; or mayhap, God in His goodness 
performs a miracle, and sends him an Angel of Light for an assistant. 

Today the average employee is more concerned about working as few 
hours as he possibly can manage to get away with and-still hold his job. 
His ambition scems-to be, not to excel in his work, but to collect from his 
employer as. large a wage as possible in return for which he gives as little 
as possible. If employers grant an 8-hour day, the employees of this day 
and generation immrediately organize and combine to compel them to con- 
cede a 7-hour day, but they still want an 8-hour day wage. They insist 
upon the observance of all holidays, but demand to be paid just the same. 
If asked in an emergency to do a piece of work which ordinarily docs not 
fall within their duties, they object, claiming they were not hired for that 
purpose. Fellows “by the name of Rowan” scem to be mighty scarce 
these days, and the lack of initiative displayed by the average employee is 
simply appalling, ¢oupled with an absolute unwillingness to make his em- 

““Iployer’s interests his own. 

This incapacity for independent action, this moral stupidity, this infirm- 
ity 6f the will, this willingness to cheerfully catch hold and lift—these are 
the things that put pure Socialism so far into the future and make thought- 
ful men and women reluctant to advance certain movements which might 
be mighty for the benefit of all. If men will not act for themselves, what 
will they do when the benefit. of their effort is for all? 

It is the men of the Rowan type who are getting on in thé world, while 
these others remain the willing slaves of the “walking bosses” of the Labor 
Ufiions. In self-protection the employer is forced to constantly resort to 
a weeding-out process, and no matter how good times may be, the incap- 
ables and ne’er-do-wells are out of work, having been replaced by others: 
and when times are hard the sorting-out process is done finer—but out and 
forever out the incompetent and unworthy go. : 

But there is always an opening, steady employment and a bright future 
for men and women who can be trusted to “Carry 4 message to Garcia”

These findings bear out the repre- 
sentation made to the American Medi- 
cal Association recently by special- 
ists in children’s diseases. ‘The testi- 
mony of these specialists was to the 
effect that there was about twice the 
extent of malnutrition among’ chil- 
dren of thé rich than there is among 
the poor. The blame to a consider- 
able extent was placed on bottle-feed- 
ing in infancy and too much rich food 
later. If the conditions reported are 
common, the poor child.im a great 
many cases is vastly better off than 
the rich one, for health is not to be 
valued in money.—Ottawa Journal.
